COUNTERSTATEMENT OF THE CASE ilk ie 
On July 23, 1956, appellant was charged in two counts of 4 4 
the four count indictment in Criminal No. 755-56, with em- ie 


bezzlement of stamps and aiding and abetting a co-worker i 

in an embezzlement of funds (J.A. 68-69). On July 27, 1956, Pins 
appellant, appearing in court with his attorney, John A. ah, 
Shorter, Esq., was arraigned and entered a plea of not ta 
guilty (J.A. 70). The co-worker involved entered a plea of 4 i 
guilty to count four of the indictment on October 17, 1956 ioe 
(J.A. 71). On that same date, trial commenced in the EE 
instant case (J.A. 1) before visiting Judge Edgar S. ft 
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Vaught. Mr. Shorter was present with appellant (J.A. I, 
et seq.). 

Taylor A. Marsh, the first witness for the Government, 
testified that he was Assistant Superintendent of the F 
Street Station Post Office, and that appellant was a clerk 
for him on the date in issue (J.A. 2). He stated that ap- 
pellant was responsible for a given amount of stamps and 
cash known as a ‘‘fixed credit’’ (J.A. 2). He identified a 
fixed credit receipt, in effect on the date in issue, signed by 
appellant in the amount of one thousand dollars, and stated 
that upon, audit appellant would be required to have in his 
possession a total amount of stamps and cash in the amount 
of one thousand dollars (J.A. 4). He then testified that ap- 
pellant’s co-worker, Gray, had been employed at the F 
Street station on the date in issue, and had a fixed credit 
of twenty-six hundred dollars (J.A. 4). Both the receipts 
for the fixed credits of appellant and Gray were admitted 
into evidence (J.A. 4). He further testified that on June 
7, 1956, Post Office Examiner Kirkpatrick came to the F 
Street station with two Station Examiners to audit the 
station. The witness continued, stating that he assisted 
with the audit of appellant’s account, that when it was de- 
termined that the fixed credit was short in the amount of 
$330.43 (J.-A. 6), appellant’s cage was sealed. He then 
described the sealing and the purpose thereof (J.A. 7, 
R. 23). 

John D. Boger testified that he was the Chief Station 
Examiner in the Washington City Post Office, and had been 
since 1945 (J.A. 8). He stated that on June 7, 1956, he 
had occasion to audit the fixed credit of appellant, then he 
identified the audit sheet and stated that it disclosed a 
shortage in appellant’s fixed credit of $330.43 (J.A.9). He 
stated that he had also made the andit of (co-defendant and 
witness) Gray on that same date and discovered a shortage 
of $21.88 (J.A. 8-9). He stated that on the following day, 
June 8, 1956, he again made an audit of Gray’s fixed credit 
which this time disclosed a shortage of $329.52, an increase 
over the previous day’s shortage of some $300 (J.A. 10-11). 
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He also testified as to conflicting stories for appellant’s 
shortage as stated to him by appellant (R. 37). 

Lawrence C. Kirkpatrick testified that he was a Postal 
Inspector assigned to Virginia, Maryland, and West Vir- 
ginia, and sometimes the District of Columbia (J.A. 11-12). 
He then stated that he participated in the audit of appel- 
lant’s fixed credit on June 7, 1956, and that he spoke to 
appellant of appellant’s fixed credit on June 8, 1956 (J.A. 
12). He stated that appellant handed him, in the presence 
of Chief Station Examiner Boger, a paper bag containing 
stamps whose total value was $330 (J.A. 13). When ques- 
tioned in regard to those stamps, appellant stated that 
‘<truth is stranger than fiction’’ (J.A. 13) and then related 
an episode alleging that he had taken the stamps home by 
mistake (J.A. 13-14). The witness then related the fact 
that he had a conversation with co-defendant Gray, and 
then spoke with appellant once more (J.A. 14-15). Appel- 
lant then said that his original story of taking the stamps 
home by mistake was not true (J.A. 16) and in substance 
stated that he, appellant, had loaned the stamps to Gray 
on June 5, 1956, to cover a shortage in Gray’s fixed credit 
(J.-A. 17). Kirkpatrick then stated that on 6:30 P.M. on 
June 8, 1956, he took a signed statement from appellant 
(J.A.18). The statement was admitted into evidence (JA. 
20) and read to the jury (J.A. 21-24). On cross-examina- 
tion it was elicited from the witness that appellant stated 
that he loaned the stamps to Gray since appellant was going 
to be absent for a day or two so that Gray’s fixed credit 
would balance if an audit were made (J.A. 27). 

Edward L. White testified that as building guard for 
the Tariff Building he admitted appellant to the building 
as a postal employee on the night of June 7, 1956, al- 
though the Station Post Office was closed, and identified 
certain guard records that he kept (J.A. 30-31). 

Holman S&S. Gray, co-worker and co-defendant of appel- 
lant, testified that on June 6, 1956, he had a conversation 
with appellant (J.A. 31) and asked appellant to loan him 
$330 in stamps to straighten his stock out (J.A. 32). He 
further stated that he placed appellant’s stamps in his 
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“stock”? and that such was the status when the audit com- 
menced. He called appellant and notified him of this turn 
of events (J.A. 33). Gray stated that he had taken $330 
from. his own account to cover some medical expenses (J.A. 
34). On cross-examination, Gray stated that he had only 
told appellant that he needed the stamps to straighten his 
stock out (J.A. 35). 

Witness Kirkpatrick was recalled and stated that Title 
39 C.F.R. Postal Service subsection 8.23d were in effect 
during May and June 1956. Subsection 8.23 was read to 
the jury (BR. 81-86). 

The Government then rested its case (J.A. 36). 

After a motion for a directed verdict of acquittal was 
denied (J.A. 35-36) Benjamin F. Johnson was called as a 
witness in his own behalf (J.A. 36). He stated that he 
knew Gray as a co-worker (J.A. 37) for about five years, 
and they had at times visited each other’s homes (J.A. 
38). He stated that he was employed at the F Street 
Station (J.A. 36-37) and had a fixed credit of $1000 (J.A. 
37). Appellant then testified that he mentioned to Gray 
that he (appellant) would probably be absent from work 
for a few days (J.A. 38) and that Gray asked for a loan 
of $330 of postage stamp stock until appellant’s return 
to work (J.A. 38-39). Appellant acquiesced and placed 
the stamps where Gray could get them (J.A. 39, 45). He 
knew of no financial troubles of Gray, nor how his credit 
was short (J.A. 39). Appellant stated that Gray called 
him in regard to the audit when it started (40-41) and 
that as a result appellant came into the building on the 
night of the seventh of June, 1956, got the stamps from 
his locker where Gray had placed them, and took them 
home (J.A. 41). He took the stamps to work with him 
on Jane 8, 1956, and turned them over to Kirkpatrick in 
the presence of Boger (J.A. 42-43). He related his story 
of taking the stamps home by mistake (J.A. 43) which 
was not true (J.A. 43), and later told him the truth of 
the matter (J.A. 43). Appellant knew Gray was short in 
his stock when he loaned him the stamps, but did not know 
why Gray had the shortage (J.A. 45). On cross-examina- 
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tion appellant stated that he knew that by signing the 
fixed credit receipt that he was promising to have $1000 
in stamps and/or cash at the close of each day’s business 
(J.A. 46). He said that when he loaned the stamps to 
Gray he knew he was doing something contrary to Postal 
regulations (J.A. 47), and if he had known of the coming 
audit, he would not have made the loan (J.A. 48). Ap 
pellant then described the usual inspection procedure (R. 
108) and said he did not know why he did not give the 
stamps to appellant in person instead of following the 
procedure he did (J.A. 49). He admitted that he ‘‘got 
scared’’ because he knew he had done wrong, and ‘‘ realized 
the gravity of the situation’’ in which he found himself, 
and that he had no business loaning Gray the stamps (J.A. 
50). Appellant said that his understanding of the trans- 
action was that Gray would keep the stamps for the two 
days appellant would be out, and return them on his return 
to work, and that he never intended to defraud the Govern- 
ment (J.A. 53-54). 

Counsel renewed his motion for a directed verdict of 
acquittal, which was denied (J.A. 54), and after the Court’s 
instructions (J.A. 57-64)" the jury retired to reach a ver- 
dict at 4:14 P.M. (J.A. 64). The following morning, 
October 18, 1956, upon request of the jury, additional in- 
struction was given (J.A. 65-66) and the jury once more 
retired, at 10:13 A.M. The jury returned a verdict. of 
guilty as indicted at 11:03 A.M. (J.A. 67, 72). Appellant 
was sentenced on December 7, 1956, and placed on probation 
for five years (J.A. 73). This appeal followed (J.A. 74). 


STATUTES INVOLVED 


Title 18, section 1711, United States Code, provides in 
- pertinent part: 


Whoever, being a postmaster or Postal Service 
employee, loans, uses, pledges, hypothecates, or con- 
verts to his own use, or deposits in any bank, or ex- 
changes for other funds or property, except as au-

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thorized by law, any money or property coming into 
his hands or under his control in any manner, in the 
execution or under color of his office, employment, or 
service, whether or not the same shall be the money 
or property of the United States; or fails or refuses 
to remit to or deposit in the Treasury of the United 
States or in a designated depository, or to account 
for or turn over to the proper officer or agent, any 
such money or property, when required to do so by 
law or the regulations of the Post Office Department, 
or upon demand or order of the Postmaster General, 
either directly or through a duly authorized officer or 
agent, is guilty of embezzlement; and every such per- 
son, as well as every other person advising or know- 
ingly participating therein, shall be fined in a sum 
equal to the amount or value of the money or property 
embezzled or imprisoned not more than ten years, or 
both; but if the amount or value thereof does not ex- 
ceed $100, he shall be fined not more than $1000 or 
imprisoned not more than one year, or both. 


Title 18, section 3, United States Code, provides in 
pertinent part: 

Whoever, knowing that an offense against the United 
States has been committed, receives, relieves, comforts 
or assists the offender in order to hinder or prevent 
his apprehension, trial or punishment, is an accessory 
after the fact. ... 


SUMMARY OF ARGUMENT 


Considering the evidence presented, and the law involved, 
the instructions of the trial court were full, fair, and com- 
plete, and were in no way prejudicial nor erroneous. 


ARGUMENT 
I 


The Instruction of the Trial Court to the Jury Was Full. Fair 
and Complete and in No Way Erroneous 


The court’s instruction to the jury was full, fair, and 
complete, It is axiomatic that the Court must instruct 


on ‘‘all essential questions of law involved in the case’’,? 
but there is no essential question of law in the imstant 
proceeding as to which the Court failed to adequately in- 
struct the jury. The charge to the jury must be considered 
as a whole, Kimard v. Umited States, 69 App. D.C. 322, 
101 F.2d 246 (1938); Schaefer v. United States, 251 US. 
466 (1920); Boyd v. United States, 271 U.S. 104 (1926); 
Lehman v. District of Columbia, 19 App. D.C. (1902). In- 
structions should be construed as a whole, and, if not then 
misleading, they are not erroneous. The reviewing Court 
is not required to go further with respect to the trial court’s 
instructions than to determine that, considered as a 
whole they properly submitted the case to the jury. United 
States v. Carruthers, 152 F.2d 512 (7 Cir. 1946), cert. 
denied, 327 US. 787 (1946); Taylor v. United States, 142 
F.2d 808 (9 Cir. 1944), cert. demed, 323 U.S. 723 (1944); 
Moffit v. United States, 154 F.2d 402 (10 Cir. 1946), cert. 
demed, 328 U.S. 853 (1945). In this Circuit it has been 
held that the instruction is legally sufficient when, con- 
strned as a whole, it sets forth fairly an adequate state- 
ment of the law, Graham v. United States, 88 U.S. App. 
D.C. 129, 187 F.2d 87 (1950); cert. denied, 341 U.S. 920 
(1951). 

A review of the record in the instant case reveals that 
the trial court properly and fairly instructed the jury on 
all phases of the law material to the issue before them. 
The charge commenced with the instruction that the jury 
is the sole and exclusive judge of the facts and the Court 
is the judge of the law (J.A. 57, App. 11). The two counts 
of the indictment were then read to the jury (J.A. 57-58, 
App. 11), and the jury was told that the indictment is not 
evidence, but merely an allegation (J.A. 58, App. 11). The 
difference between the two counts of the indictment was 
explained on request of the jury (J.A. 65-66, App. 15-16). 
The instruction continued with the rule that the burden 
is upon the Government to establish beyond a reasonable

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doubt the guilt of the defendant and that the defendant 
is presumed to be innocent until he is proven guilty be- 
yond a reasonable doubt (J.A. 58-59, App. 12). The Court 
then instructed the jury as to what reasonable doubt is 
(J.-A. 59, App. 12), and summarized the evidence for the 
jary (J.A. 59-60, App. 12). The jury was told what the 
Government must prove as to each count of the indictment 
(J.A. 60, App. 12-13) and what the jury must find from the 
evidence to return a verdict of guilty (J.A. 60-61, App. 13). 
The jury was instructed as to credibility of witnesses (J.A. 
61, App. 13), that the testimony of an accomplice must be 
received with great care and caution (J.A. 64, App. 14-15) 
and on intent (J.A. 64, App. 15). The final instruction 
to the jury was given upon their request and concerned 
the difference in counts (J.A. 65-66, App. 15-16) and the 
definition of the term ‘‘feloneous’’ (J.A. 66, App. 16). 
Appellant’s specific contentions regarding error in the 
charge to the jury are therefore untenable. He argues 
‘in the main’’ (Br. 6) that the instructions were defec- 
tive because the judge did not use the language requested 
by counsel for appellant in telling the jury that they could 
find appellant not guilty (J.A. 63, App. 14). The 
Court told the jury that the defendant was presumed to be 
innocent until proven guilty beyond a reasonable doubt 
(J.-A. 59, App. 12), that the indictment was merely an 
allegation (J.A. 58, App. 11), and that the burden of prov- 
ing appellant guilty beyond a reasonable doubt was on 
the Government (J.A. 58, App. 12). The jury was also 
told what they must find from the evidence before they 
could find appellant guilty (J.A. 61, App. 13). There 
can be no doubt that the rights of appellant was fully pro- 
tected.* A trial judge is not required to give instructions 
in the language selected and suggested by the defendant, 
3 McAfee v. United States, 70 App. D.C. 142, 105 F.2d 21 (1981), cited 


by appellant for the contrary proposition, was a case where the death penalty 
was imposed. The Court there referred to plain error vital to defendant. 
In the instant case we have no error, certainly not plain or vital. As in the 
Williams case cited at page 7 of appellant’s brief, McAfee was given the 
death penalty and different rules apply. 
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Ballard v. United States, 99 U.S. App. D. C. ...., 237 F.2d 
582 (1956). 

Appellant’s second contention of error in the charge to 
the jury is that the Court failed to adequately instruct 
the jury as to the elements of the offenses involved. 

In the first count in the indictment involving appellant, 
he was charged with aiding and abetting Gray in the con- 
cealment of a shortage in Gray’s fixed credit. The evi- 
dence presented by the Government was overwhelming, 
even without the testimony given by Gray and appellant 
which corroborated the prior testimony. The elements of 
the offense were that Gray was short in his fixed credit, 
and appellant, knowing this, loaned him stamps in an effort 
to conceal the shortage. The Court first read the language 
of the indictment to the jury; and instructed them there- 
after as follows: 


. .. he is charged with aid and abetting. That is, 
after he found out Gray was short—Gray told him 
he was short—then he provided the stamps so that 
Gray could cover up his shortage.”’ 


- If you find that he had knowledge that Gray 
was short and he loaned him the money in order to 
enable Gray to cover up that shortage before the in- 
spector came there to make the examination, and he 
assisted him in that, then he would be guilty under 
this first count. ...” 


. this Defendant is charged with aiding and abet- 
ting ‘Gray. In other words, that Gray was short in 
his account, and in order to have his account in such 
condition that it would pass the inspection, it was 
necessary for him to have $330 worth of stamps. . 
Now if you find that he let him have these stamps in 
order to make up his stockpile, so that it would pass 
inspection, that would be aiding him.’’ 


The offense is not difficult to understand, and considering 
the offense, the evidence, and the charge, it is clear that the 
Court could have added nothing further to clarify the 
matter for the jury. 
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As to the instruction in regard to the offense directly 
involving the shortage in appellant’s fixed credit, the Court 
read to the jury the statute involved and the indictment, 
and instructed the jury further as follows: 


‘¢. . . The question is, did this defendant loan or use 
the property belonging to the United States Govern- 
ment which was in his possession. That is the sole 
question for you to determine.’’ 


‘*Now, if you find from the evidence in this case that 
the defendant did take the money from his account, and 
he used it in any way he wanted to use, then he would 
be guilty under the second count.’’ 


‘¢... he is charged with taking $330 worth of stamps 
from his stockpile. ... If he took any of these stamps 
out and loaned them or used them for any purpose, 
that would be a separate and distinct offense.’’ 


Once again, the offense is not a complex one, but is simple 


and easy to understand, It is patent that this charge was 
sufficient.‘ 


CONCLUSION 


Wherefore, it is respectfully submitted that the judg- 
ment of the District Court be affirmed.

The Court: Members of the Jury, you have heard the 
evidence in this case and the argument of counsel; and it 
now becomes the duty of the court to instruct you as to 
the law of the case. 

The Jury is the sole and exclusive judge of the facts, 
but the Court is the judge of the law; and it is your duty 
to accept the law as given you by the Court. 

In this case, the Defendant, Benjamin F. Johnson, is 
being prosecuted by indictment by the United States of 
America, being charged in two counts. First, the second 
count: 

“On or about June 6, 1956, within the District of 
Columbia, Benjamin F’. Johnson, well knowing that Holman 
S. Gray, a Postal Service employee, hereinafter referred 
to as Gray, had, on or about May 25, 1956, knowingly, wil- 
fully and feloniously used and converted to the use of the 
said Gray $330.00 in money which had come into the hands 
and under the control of the said Gray in the execution 
of his employment and service, did relieve, comfort and 
assist the said Gray in order to hinder and prevent the 
apprehension, trial and punishment of the said Gray.”’ 

And the third count: 

“On or about June 6, 1956, within the District of 
Columbia, Benjamin F. Johnson, then and there being a 
Postal Service employee, did knowingly, wilfully and felon- 
iously loan to Holman S. Gray United States postage 
stamps of the value of $330.00, which had come into the 
hands and under the control of the said Benjamin F. 
Johnson in the execution of his employment and service.”’ 

Now, the indictment is not evidence. It is merely an 
allegation of the charge of the Government against the 
Defendant. The evidence must come from the witness 
stand, and you are the sole and exclusive judges of that 
evidence. . 

The Federal Statute which the Defendant is charged 
with violating is as follows: 

‘““Whoever, being a postmaster or Postal Service em- 
ployee, loans, uses, pledges, hypothecates, or converts to 
his own use, or deposits in any bank, or exchanges for 


other funds or property, except as authorized by law, any 
money or property coming into his hands or under his 
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control in any manner, in the execution or under color of 
his office, employment or service, whether or not the same 
shall be the money or property of the United States, is 
guilty of embezzlement.”’ 

Now, the burden is upon the Government to establish 
doubt the guilt of the Defendant; and this Defendant is 
presumed to be innocent until he is proven guilty beyond 
a reasonable doubt. 

Now, by a ‘‘reasonable doubt”’ is meant that doubt, which 
would cause an ordinarily prudent person to hesitate in 
the performance of his ordinary affairs. 

The evidence you have heard from the witness stand. 
The contention of the Government is that Gray, a fellow- 
employee in the Post Office, was short $330 in his account, 
that is, in his stock. He had to have a certain amount of 
money or stamps equal to the amount which had been pro- 
vided for him, $2600, I believe. He was short $330. I 
would like for you to loan me $330, so that I can make up 
my stock account. Whether he was referring to the im- 
mediate examination of his books, I don’t know; but there 
is evidence here to that effect. 

Johnson admits that Gray told him he was short in his 
stock; and he told him he would let him have the money. 
Johnson admits that he took the money, $330, out of his 
stock account and turned it over to Gray; that is, he placed 
it where Gray could get it. 

Gray apparently deposited that money in his own stock 
account; so when the examiner examined his account, they 
found that he had the full amount that he should have. After 
the examination of Gray’s account, however, Gray learned 
that the examiners had been to Johnson’s account; and he 
called him and told him so. Johnson said then: I want 
my stamps back. Gray brought the stamps back and put 
them in Johnson’s locker in the Post Office. Johnson came 
down to the Post Office and got the stamps and took them 
home with him; and the next morning, came down, and 
he had the stamps with him. 

Now, when he confronted the officers, the Post Office in- 
spector, he had the stamps in his possession. 

Now, it isn’t a question in this case whether or not the 
Government has lost any money in the transaction, or 
whether it has been defrauded. The question is, did this 
Defendant loan or use the property belonging to the United 
States Government which was in his possession. That is 
the sole question for you to determine. 





Now in the second count—the first count affecting this 
Defendant—he is charged with aiding and abetting. That 
is, after he found out that Gray was short—Gray told him 
he was short—then he provided the stamps so that Gray 
could cover up his shortage. 

The second is that he took the money out of his own 
stock that belonged to the Government, he loaned it, he 
used it. 

Now, you are instructed that as a post office clerk, such 
as either Gray or Johnson, he had charge of the stamp 
sales; and in ¥ ohnson’s case, there must always be $1,000 
worth of stamps there or money for which the stamps had 
been sold. The only control that he had over that was to 
sell the stamps, collect the money for them, and put the 
money into his account. If he sold all of the stamps, he 
would have $1,000 in cash; but at all times, the cash and 
the stamps should amount to $1,000. 

Now, if you find from the evidence in this case that the 
Defendant did take the money from his account, and he 
used it in any way that he wanted to use, then he would 
be guilty under the second count. If you find that he had 
knowl that Gray was short and he loaned him the 
money in order to enable Gray to cover up that shortage 
before the inspector came there to make the examination, 
and he assisted him in that, then he would be guilty under 
this first count. He is charged in the second and third 
counts. 

You have seen the witnesses upon the witness stand 
You have heard their testimony ; and you are the sole judges 
of the weight and credibility that shall be given to the 
testimony of any witness. 

When you retire, you will select one of your number as 
foreman, who will preside over your deliberations and 
sign your verdict when you have arrived at a verdict. It 
is necessary that you all agree, as there are no majority 
verdicts in this Court. 

Is there anything further, gentlemen? 

TR ia Yes, Your Honor. May I approach the 

n 

(whereupon counsel approached the bench and the fol- 
lowing proceedings were held out of the hearing of the 


Jury: 

"i Shorter: If Your Honor please, I would like for 
you to charge the Jury respecting the testimony of an 
accomplice, weight to be given, how it is to be received. 
In The District of Columbia, there is a case known as 
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McQuade v. United States, which holds that the Jury should 
be instructed that testimony of an accomplice should be 
received with care and acted upon with caution. 

And also I would like to say to Your Honor, consistent 
with what I think the Rules provide, that I have to object 
to Your Honor’s charge with respect to the elements of 
the offense set out in both the counts. 

Specifically, I would like to point out that Your Honor 
failed to charge the Jury that they had to find that the 
element of criminal intent is an element of the offense 
charged in Count 3. Also that Your Honor did not in- 
struct the Jury clearly that Mr. Johnson had to know, 
upper Count 2, that Mr. Gray had committed the criminal 
offense 

The Court: I have instructed them that he had to know 
that he was short in his account. 

Mr. Shorter: Well, I don’t think that is quite the same 
thing, Your Honor. 

The Court: Yes, exactly. That is all there is to it. Very 


well. 

Mr. Shorter: Just a moment. If Your Honor please, 
you have pointed out to the Jury what they could find in 
order to find the Defendant guilty; but I don’t think that 
you have pointed out that they could find the Defendant 
not guilty under certain possibilities. 

The Court: Very well. Anything further? 

Mr. Shorter: No, except, as I say, I do want to object 
to Your Honor’s failure to instract the Jury concerning 
the elements of the two offenses. 

Mr. Lowther: If Your Honor please, I may be wrong, 
but I think Your Honor, in summing up the evidence, stated 
several times that Johnson had taken $330 in money. The 
evidence is that it was stamps, Your Honor. 

The Court: I didn’t mean to say money. 

Mr. Lowther: I think you did. I am not sure. 

(whereupon counsel resumed their places at the trial 
a - the following proceedings were held in open 

art : 

The Court: Ladies ee of the Jury, the 
Court’s attention has been called to the fact that the Court 
stated in its instructions that the Defendant Johnson had 
taken $330 in money. The Court didn’t mean to say that. 
It was in stamps that he took. 

Your attention is further called to the fact that the 
Defendant Gray is an accomplice in this case; and while 
the testimony of an Renee ise is competent testimony, 
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yet you should receive the testimony of an accomplice with 
great care and caution. 

Furthermore, the question of intent. No one can com- 
mit a crime without an intent to do so. There must be 
an intent. Now, it is for you to determine whether or not 
this Defendant intended to take this money out of the stock 
—I don’t mean money, I mean stamps, out of his stock 
and use it for his own personal use in any manner what- 
ever, whether to loan it to someone or not. It is for you 
to determine whether or not there was any intent on his 
part to do the things that he is charged with doing. 

An exception will be allowed to the Defendant as he has 
requested. 

You may retire. A form of verdict will be furnished 


you. 
(Whereupon at 4:14 p.m., the Jury withdrew to consider 
the case.) 


(Whereupon at 4:15 p.m., Court was recessed pursuant 
to reconvening at 10:00 am., October 18, 1956; and at 4:30 
p-m., the Jury was excused until 9:45 am., October 18, 
1956.) 


Proceedings 

(Whereupon the Jury resumed their places in the Jury 
Box for further instructions.) 

The Court: May I have the indictment in this case. 

Members of the Jury, I understand from your Foreman 
that you desire to know the difference between the second 
and third counts. 

Mr. Lowther: Your Honor, excuse me. I don’t think 
the Defendant is at counsel table, and I think he should 
be here. 

Mr. Ellis: I am sorry. 

The Court: In the second count, this Defendant is 
charged with aiding and abetting Gray. In other words, 
that Gary was short in his account, and in order to have 
his account in such condition that it would pass the in- 
spection, it was necessary for him to have $330 worth of 
stamps. He asked this Defendant to let him have the 
stamps; and he did. 

Now, if you find that he let him have these stamps in 
order to make up his stockpile, so that it would pass in- 
spection, that would be aiding him. 

Now, in the second count or the third count in the indict- 
ment, he is charged with taking $330 worth of stamps out 
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of his stockpile. Under the law, he would not be permitted 
to use or to loan any of his stamps for any purpose. The 
only purpose that he could use those stamps would be to 
sell them and put the proceeds with the case. If he took 
any of those stamps out and loaned them or used them 
for any purpose, that would be a separate and distinct 
offense. 

Anything further? 

Mr. Ellis: May we approach the bench? 

The Court: Well, you can speak right where you are. 

Mr. Ellis: Very well i the Court pleases. For the rec- 
ord, I must object to Your Honor’s instructions. 

The Court: Very well, you may have an exception. Any- 
thing farther, members of the Jury? 

The Foreman: We would like to know the import of the 
word ‘‘feloniously,’’ that appears in both of these counts. 

The Court: ‘‘Feloniously,’’ just simply means a law 
violation. If you violate the law knowingly, why, you are 
doing it feloniously. Knowingly, wilfully and feloniously— 
it is pretty hard to define one of those terms separate from 
the others. But if he took those stamps intending to assist 
Gray to keep Gray from being found short, that not only 
was wilful; he did it knowingly, and it would be feloniously. 
‘¢Feloniously’? means it would constitute a felony. The 
terms will be used together. 

Is there anythin eeu ert 

The Foreman: No, Your Honor. 

The Court: You may retire. An exception is allowed to 
the Defendant to any statements made by the Court. 

Mr. Ellis: I am sorry, I didn’t hear Your Honor. 

The Court: I say, an exception is allowed the Defend- 
ant as to any statements made by the Court. 

Mr. Ellis: Thank you. 

(Whereupon at 10:13 a.m., the Jury withdrew to consider 
of its verdict.) 

The Court: Bring in the Jury. 

(Whereupon the Jury returned at 11:03 a.m.) 

The Clerk: Mr. Foreman, has the jury agreed upon a 
verdict? 

The Foreman: We have sir. 

The Clerk: May I have it, please. 

The Court: You may read the verdict. 

The Clerk: ‘United States v. Benjamin F. Johnson. 
We, the Jury, find the Defendant Benjamin F. Johnson 
guilty on Count 2, guilty on Count 3.’’ 
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
